Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Group I Figs. 47-48B Ball-and socket assembly with spring tension device 

Group II Figs. 49-50B Ball-and socket assembly with openings for pins 

Group IE Figs. 5 1 -52B U-joint assembly with pins 

Group IV Figs. 58, 58A U-joint assembly with interlocking teeth 

Group V Figs. 53-5 5 A Multi-plate assembly 

Group VI Figs. 5 6-5 7 A Shape-memory wire assembly 

Group VII Figs. 59-59D Ball-and socket assembly with Belleville washers. 

A telephone call was made to James Sheller on November 18, 2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
